Evils of Thoughtless Criticism. 


The street railway system of one of the most flourishing 


cities in New England ho^long been under severe criticism. 
Patrons have vied with ofife another, in voicing; their condem- 
nation through Hie press^Yhhy.communications have been 
published representing Ihe system lo be the sum of all evil m 
the transportation world. The tracks, the cars and..lhe em- 
ployes have come under the sledgehammer blows of the cnUcs 
until one reading the articles and having no personal knowl- 
edge of the facts would have been led to believe that the street 
railway syslem of the city in question was the worst in the 
country and noihing short of a standing disgrace to the city. 


And now, after weeks and months of this sort of thing, a 


considerate resident of the city comes out with a few words 
on the other side. She, for the signature indicates that the 
wriler is a woman, gives the results of her observations as a 
patron of the different lines and makes it clear that the service 
is by no means so bad as has been represented. She admits 
that tliere are shortcomings al times and features that may be 
properly criticised, but shows Iliat, on the whole, the employes 
are gentlemanly and obliging and that the service is by no 
means the abomination' it has been represented to be. 


And there is reason to believe that the writer of this letlcr, 


which appeared in one1 of'the city papers, has the Irulh largely 
on her side 
It is not easy for an outsider to believe thai such 


a city as the one in question would tolerate for any length of 
time such unsatisfactory service as the railway company was 
chanred with supplying, and for this reason, if for no other, it 
is reasonable to assume that the critics have been overdoing 
the matter. 


And the practice is one that is too common in this country. 


For honest and just criticism there is always room, and from 


-.such criticism good is almost invariably derived. 
Bui few 


abuses are removed by nagging and faultfinding, and when 
this comes in waves, dashing themselves one afler another 
against their victims, harm is very apt lo result. 'I he object 
of that kind of criticism becomes calloused and pays no atten- 
tion lo it, and the community in which the storm rages unlil 
if has spent its senseless fury is the greatest snflerer. 


Reform in Ihis matter would be a benefit lo the country. 


No intelligent person would, abolish fair and judicious criti- 
cism, which usually results in needed improvement of condi- 
tions' and methods. 
But indiscriminale criticism, which is 


noihing more or less than senseless abuse, does no good, hav- 
ing if it has any elTecl al all, a tendency lo make a bad matler 
worse. A better understanding of this fact, with conduct gov- 
erned by a knowledge of it, would inure to the advantage of 
the average American community.
